trates are 41 in number, 24 of whom are patricians,. 
and 17 from among the commonalty. The territory 
of the town is 27 miles in length and 21 in breadth,. 
and is divided into the upper and. lower lordthip. 
It comprehends the fmall town of Geifslingen, ce- 
lebrated for its bone manufactures, the village of 
Langenau, inhabited by a great number of linen- 
weavers, the fmall town of Leipheim, which 
yields good hops, and the yillage of Uberkingen,. 
with baths of migeral water, which are very much 
frequented. The trade of Ulm is very flourithing, 
the fuftians and linen manufactured here being 1n- 
very great requeft abroad; and very fine paper is 
made at the numerous paper-mills. Great qnanti- . 
ties of wine are brought hither from the Neckar, 
the Lake of Conftanec, the Valteline, and the 
Rhine, and fent off again up the Danube. Since 
1772, for the accommodation of travellers, they 
are allowed admittance all night at two of the 
gates. In the Bavarian troubles this place fuffered: 
very confiderably. The elector took it by ftratagem 
in 1702; but after the battle of Hochfact in 1704,. 
after a fhort but fharp fiege, the Bavarian com- 
mandant was obliged to furrender to the Imperial 
general Field-marfhal Baron Thiingen.

In Seftiere di Dorfo Duro, the principal churches 
of St. Sebaftian; and of the Carmelite nuns of St.

Maria della Salute. In this quarter is the library 
of the Dominicans (formerly called Gefuati, be- 
caufe the convent belonged to the Jefuits), which 
received a great addition by the collection of 
the celebrated Apoftolo Zeno. Their new church 
alfo contains many remarkable things. Into the 
hofpital of incurables are admitted not only difeafed 
perfons, but likewife female orphans, who are in- 
ftruéted in mufic, particularly in finging : for this 
reafon the church of this hof ital 1s much. fre- 
quented by ftrangers, for the fake of hearing them, 
The laft place of confequence in this part of the 
town is the cuftom-houfe, called Dogana Doana 
da Mare. :
